900, and in 1879, $77,703,700. The lost 
year, it will be seen, was unlucky, and 
only $100,000 bettor than 187D,although 
in 1875 Virginia City, Nov., was visited 
by a blaze which swept away over $(>,- 
000,000 worth of property. ' The losses 
to insurance companies last ynar were 
in excess of the losses 
four previous 
years.

These losses 


amounted, in 1875, to $39,325,400, in 
1876 to $34,874,500, in 1877 to $39,898,- 
900, in 1878 to $86,575,900, and in 1879 
to $44,464.700.

According to a Government report 


thrro aro 584,882 tenants in Ireland 
who arc striving to wrin« out of tho 
uncertain soil not only tlieir oivn sup- 
port but that of tho landlords and 
middlemen. There are only 1,52!) ten- 
ants in Ireland who have more than 
5(10 acres each; H,l()7 have between 
200 and 50(1 acres each; 408,2311 have 
50 acres or less; and 287,510 hove 15 
acre's or less. These numbers aro sad 
indeed, and they arc doubly sad us 
compared with the landlord statistics. 
In 1870 the Government reported 2,!)73 
absentee landlords of Ireland, who 
owned precisely one-fourth of 
the 


island, rated at an annual -rent of 
£2,470,810.

Food for Fat People. 


There are three classes of foo-1, the 


oils, sweets, and starches, the special 
office of whioh is to support the animal 
heat and produce fat, having little or no 
influence in promoting strength of 
muscle or endurance. If the fat, there- 
fore, would use less fat and more of 
lean meats, fish and fowl, less nf fine 
flour and more of the whole products of 
the grains—except the hulls—less of the 
sweets, particularly in warm weather, 
and more of the fruit acids in a mild 
form, as in the apple, sleep less, be 
less indolent, and labor more in the 
open air, the fat would disappear, to a 
certain extent at least, with no loss ol 
real health. 


In food we have almost a perfect con 


tiol in this matter, far better than we 
;an have in the use of drugs. If we 
lave too much fat and too little muscle, 
we have simply to use less of the fat- 
Arming elements and more of the 
muscle food, such as lean meats, fish 
and fowl, and the darker portions of the 


raiuH, etc., with peas and beans -Me<l- 
cal Journal.

Something About Cork. 


The tree from which cork is obtained 


is a species of oak, which grows plenti 
fully in the South of France, Spain, 
Algeria, and some parts of Italy; but it 
is from the Atlantic side of France, 
from Portugal, that we obtain the 
larger port of our supply. 
The tree is 


rather handsome in appearance—more 
so, indeed, than the oak when full 
grown.

One defense set up by the com- 
pany was that the plaintiff could not 
maintain on action for injuries resulting 
from the negligence of a fellow-servanf. 
Another was that Hough 
had beeu 


guilty of "contributory negligence in 
running an engine which he knew to 
have a defective cow-catcher. The Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States so laid 
down the law governing the case thnt 
no course was open to the jury but to 
return a verdict for the company. The 
judgment of this tribunal is now re- 
versed, and a now trial ordered by tho 
Supremo Court of tho United States. 
The opinion lays down tho sound and 
just rule that uu employer, whether an 
individual or a corporation, will not be 
allowed to expose an employe to risks 
ocd dangers which may be guarded 
against by due diligence. The must?' 
is bsund to exercise reasonable care ai d 
prudence with reference to selectiig 
uud keeping in order machinery, implu-
